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Gentiana takushii is described from the Ryukyus. This species resembles G. 
sqarrosa Ledeb. var. liukiuensis Hatus., but differs by the more slender stems without 
rossete leaves, leaves more or less fleshy and obtuse or subacute at apex, and plicae of 
corolla shallowly bilobed at apex. 
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Gentiana (Sect. Chondrophylla) takushii
